Hon. Mr.^ Davie moved the sacond 
resdiag of a bill to amand the Small 
Debts Act, and in doing so explained 
that his reison for introducing tills hill 
lind ahaody bseu alluded to in the 
api.tjt li from the thron";. The .Small Debts 
.Act liad been passed to enable those 
living in the districts principally to col- 
lect expeditiouoly and cheaply petty 
accounts. 'It had fa«en found to remedy 
in a measure the evils exiating, and 
worked satisfactorily. Ita powers had, 
how ever, liuoii abused, Tt WOS Said, espe- 
cially in Vancouver, and now that the 
number of County Courts had been in- 
creased tho necuasity for the Small Debts 
Act no longer exiated. 

.Mr. Semlin naked, if the wialiea of 
Vancouver City in this matter had lii eii 
considered at all. The Small Debts Ac: 
had been passed principally for the 
benetit of Vancouver, and the council of 
tli:it city now protested against the re- 
peal of its operations, at least in Vaii- 
L-iiuver, until they had a rcaideiit judge. 

Hon. .Mr. 1 )avie s.tid I hat he had re- 
reived a coiiiniuiiicatioii from llie mayor 
and aldei nieii of Vancmiver, but it had 
not chaiigeii bis opinion upon tiio udvis- 
aliiiity of lepoalingthe Small DebtsAot. 
Tlioy asked lo have lbs act continue in 
operation in Vancouver, or else for a re- 
sident jud^e. Of course, the appoint- 
ment of a judge was in the hands uf the 
Dominion government. 

Hun. Ml-. Heaven opposed the sec- 
ond leading of tlie bill. There could be 
no harm dune, ho thought, by allowing 
the Act to remain on the statute hook; 
and the petition of Vancouver City 
should he at least received and favorably 
considered. The Dominion governmunt 
moved slowly tod it might be a long 
time before tltere was a resident judge 
cither of the Supreme or County Court. 

Hon. Mr.'Robson remarked that last 
session a bill similar in its intention had 
been introduced by the hon. member for 
Westminster, nnd fully discussed. The 
iiitKidiicer tiiially dro|iped the bill lie- 
cause lie had lierii iiifornied by Uie giiv- 
ei niHi'iit iIkU a numliur of coiiiity court 
jiidgi's soon were to be ap]ioititcd and it 
wouhl well to retsiii the Act, faulty as 
it was, until the jurisdiction of the 
county ciMii'ts wuh extended. Gross 
evils arose under the Sniull Delita Act, 
and it was only allowed to remain on 
the :ftatute Imok to till the gap until the 
leiiuireil iiiimlier of county court judges 
was appointed. The leader of the 
oppositioii had laid great stress on tho 
communication of the council of Van- 
ciuivor, between the Unas of which could 
he. easily read tlie one rccjuest, "we want 
a resident judge." it was uot th« desire 
of tho people of Vancouver to retain the 
Small Ilobts Act. l,^l>ey should in con- 
sideration of their population, businuKi 
ill ]iortance, and tho great facilities 
wliich dohtors now liad for escaping, 
have a judge who could summarily pro- 
vide means for dealing with potty 
debtors.' To lot the Act remain in 
uperatioti would certainly work harm. 

Mr. Orr thought that the act shnnid 
be tllowed'bo reraaiiii' optative in Vun- 
oonverat leoiit' ( '^o<i moved, seconded 
by Mr, Ladiier, that the bill ho read a 
second i,iuie six month* hence.

The lirst 
could taka care of itself, having already 
been thousands of years in the howeU 
of the earth, and not liltely 
to be disturbed except by ths 
work of- man. The fislierios were un- 
limited, especially as tliero was no doubt 
but that the .salmon tislieries, even if 
depleted by the canneries, could be 
brought into prosiwrity by the hutch- 
ories: whilst it was diiTerent with th« 
foieHts.the trees of which had taken cen- 
turies to come lo maturity, and yet in a 
few minutes the work of ages became 
ashes. He had seen in Kensington 
Museum a cross section ot Douglas fir 
sent from tho Chemainus saw mills, on 
which was marked historical events, 
dating back into English history. As 
regards tho great damage by fire to for- 
ests, Mr. Croft thought that neither 
honorable members nor the residents 
of British Columbia fully grasped the 
great losses the oounty was suffering 
avary year by Are. For instance, one 
lire which was started near the north 
end of tha Island burnt an area of 
•bout l,'i,(XX) acres of valuable timber 
land, entailing a lo.ss to the government 
on stumpagc alone of f 22."), 000; and if 
the timber had been manufactured it 
would have been win ih over 80,000,000. 
Tlie ships necessary to carry away the 
timber would have been about 00, and 
each vessel would liave spent, anyhow, 
about |2,IX)0, or t^lSO.OOU, of 
foreign money brought into thia 
country. Large tiiea were started 
on Vancouver laluiul this year 
by L-nii.'(crs and others who, one would 
think, would know the great damage 
likely to accrue from leaving camp fires. 
The lumbering indnstry was a great 



lieiielil to the fa riiici's of this country 
inaamucli as the luiiiliur camps used Urge 
iHi.iiitiliea lit li.iy, feed, etc. The lion, 
member for Cowichiiii tliouglil that ibu 
lumbermen ought to be protected from 
lires as much as poaaible. Land was 
leased to them upon which they had to 
pay routol whether the limher was des- 
troyed or not, whercHS in the States the 
luiiilieniian owned the land outright and 
could protect it. 'i'he preaeut pre-emp- 
tion laws were fairer to the lumbermen 
than formerly, as now bogi^g "pre- 
aniptora could not pre-empt on 
leases and value ,.'Of the timber. 
Another calamity liable to arise from 
ilu- till l ata being olearod off was, us 
frii|iieiitly noticed in other countries, 
the ruiufull deoreascd as the conutry 
was denuded of foreat vegetation. In 
time here tho climate would change, 
and probably the ugrioultnral industry 
would suffer on account of a scarcity of 
moisture. In the new act it wan jn-o- 
ponud to raise the liiiii iiiiil to jiay the 
infoniitr Imlf. aa no .lae would [■•y v 
complaint and make an eneiiiy of a man 
even if in the interests of justice unless 
it was made worth while; at least it 
seemed so in the existing act, tlie iii- 
fornier got nothing, and there Inul never 
been a conviction under that act.

The Itiikr'b Meiitriice. 

Paris, Feb. 12.— The Duke of Or- 
leans, charged with violating the expul- 
sion law, was called ta-day. The Dnke 
was found guilty and sentenced to two 
years' imprisonment. When the time 
for the hearing of the case arrived, the 
room waa packed. On . the announce- 
ment of the verdict the room 'waa filled 
with cries of "'Vive L'arme !" I<e'ormo,!" 
"Vive L'Orlwina 1" and ■ "Vive^^ilOTnb- 
liquo !" Gendarmes were compelled to 
clear the court. The Duke wilt not be 
formally committed to prison for a few 
weeks yet, in order that he may have 
the opportunity to appeal his case. 
Duriug the examination the Duke de- 
clared he had entered French terri- 
tory for the purpose of serving his 
country as a common soldier. Hia ac- 
tion, he said, li vd nothing lo do with the 
■ political fortunes of his family, as lliej' 
concerned only his father, the Count of 
Paria. The Duke said that he appre- 
ciated the responsibility which he had 
aasumed in appearing in France, but 
lliat he was guilty of no other crime 
than desiring lo serve his beloved coun- 
try. On being reconducted to his cell, 
the Duke withdrew the curtain aud sa- 
luleil the crowd which had gathered 
al.ioul the building. Tlie people were 
quietly dispersed by the police.

Iu llie House of Lords. 

LoNDOif, Feb. 12. — In tho House of 
Lords thia evening Lord Salisbury in re- 
plying to an interpretation regarding 
thq Anglo-Porttigueae imbroglio, stated 
that on the 28th of last month he sent a 
danpatch to the Portuguese government ^ 
informing it that its subjects were 
invading disputed territory in 
South Africa, insulting the Bri- 
tish flog and killing England's 
allies. Before asking for meditation 
aceording to tho provisions of tho treaty 
of Berlin, Lord Salisbury declared Por- 
tugal could not claim mediation now. 
The war preparations that Portugal was 
now making, he added, was explained 
liy the tone of the Portuguese corres- 
piimleiice.

Ferguson ili.il the Swiss iiiviialiou to 
England to participate in the proposed 
Berne labor conference hiitd not yet been 
considered by the government.

IHOSE MODEST MILLERS. 

We aee that the Ontario millers are 
moat peraevering in their efforts to li*ve 
the duty on flour raised for tbeir espa- 
oial benefiii, ' They do not, be it ob- 
served, ask the Government to tuke tlie 
duty off wheat, but tljey demiuid that 
au additional tax bu imposed upon Hour. 
Fifty cents additional duly on Hour will 
make bread dearer to ali thoao who are 
obliged to use the imported article.

His mcaaurc 
is a liberal one and V ' VBty ' great iin 
provRinent on the one" whick'it ia in 
tended to supersede. Ita object is to 
treat Canadian mcmbera of the legal 
profeaaion who wish to practice hero 
less as foreigners than they have hither 
to been treated. It is altogether un 

<■^^. likely that the Attorney-General, iu the 
very act of endeavoring to maka the 
lawyers of the other provinces 
lets like foreigner* than ' they 
have been, would use language 
which would leid his hearers ti. 
believe that he .'ilill cnn.iiiiorcd tlieii 
forciguera in the yi'iliuury .sense of thi 
term. It it moat uurcaaoiiable-to assert 
that at the very time he was engaged i 
removing tho disabilities which Easter 
lawyers, Who cb'mi to British Coluiiibin 
for the purpose of practiaiug their pio 
fetaiou are now aubject, ho wialiei 
them to be regiirdud as foreigners. 

But there was not room in Mr

Bread is an article 
i)f which there ia us much consumed in 
I he family w hich baa only Bvo hundred 
diillara a year f(jr its nupport, aa llien- 
is in the 'Hie whicli hn4 tive tinnidaiid 
dollars a year tc draw upon. Bread ia 
iu a peculiar sense the "staff of life" iu 
t!ie po<>r man's family. He and hia 
children have no very great variety ol 
food. Hrojd ia what they have chiefly 
to dopenil upon. L'(inae(iuenlly the 
consuniptiou nf breiul in the iiio- 
ehauic'a household per head is 
i^uite as great aa It ia in that 
of the millionaire. But five or 
six dollars a year extra tax i^ a mero 
trifta to the millionaire, w hilo it ia a 
very seriou* addition to tlie burdens 
ivhich tho poor man liaa to hear. A tax 
which bears on all cinases alike ia un uu- 
fuir tax. The burden of taxation 
should be proportioned to the meana of 
thdae who have to bear it. This is how 
almost all other taxes are imposed, and 
it is because it violates this principle 
that % bread tax should never be reaort- 

ed to. 

There are other portiona of the Dom- 
inion beaidea Britiah Columbia on which 
an additional tax on floUrWiU fall heavi- 
ly. The people of Quebec are obligeil 
to import large quantities of llcur and 
ao are the people of tho Mnriliine Pro- 
vince.'!. What can the millers of On- 
i ii;u ilo fur them to make up for the 
additional taxes that tlicy want to have 
imposed, upon these lower province peo«- 
pie? "Litera.ny nothing. The millers 
number a few huudredi at most; those 
wliom they ask the Government to 
rax: for their benefit number more than 
a million. 

We trust that tho British Columbia 
mombera will continue to- oppose with 
ail thei'r'might any additional' tax on 
llnur. They should rather advocate 
talking the tux off brcadatuffs of all 
kinds than placing more on. The pro- 
Tiiices which raiae grain enougli to .sup- 
ply themselves with bread will not ha\ e 
to pay a dollar of the flour tax, and it ia 
unjilab'to saddle thoae provincea which 
a'o forced to buy flour in the United 
.States or elaewhoro with an additional 
tax. From this point of view the pro- 
(losed flour tax, aa well as the tax al- 
ready impoaed, is unfair. The Ontario 
inillera oixghb to be »ble to make a liv- 
ing without having burdens placed upon 
other njen'a shoulders tor their benefit. 
If their business is such that it caunoi 
iio cai-ried on without being .subaiilized 
liy the .Stutc. the sooner the inillera turn 
themselvea to some occupation by which 
thciy can earn an independent living the 
better for tbemaelves and the better for 
the' country. 

■Wa see that the example of the mil- 
lera is being followed l.y the pork pack- 
i-ra. Tho men in tliojioik piieking busi- 
nos.s ^re not a.itislied '.villi their profits. 
I'liey desir.; to;:et rich (juickly, at llit 
i-.xponse of tlie cousuniors of mess pork. 
They want the duty raised on piokled 
poHk, which, to many Canadians, ia 
almost BB much a neoassary of life as 
bread itself. The (junatity of pork ini- 
[lortod into the Dominion i.i ccmsider- 
.Ah iiiuch ,n ir),71'.3,!t71 pound.: 
was iuiportod last year, whi-di paid 
f 162,061 duty. We doubt very much if 
anyone in Canada waa really, benefitted 
by that duty, nnd it muat cfrtainly 
liave added very connidorably to the 
I'xpensea of aomo important industrici, 
piirticuhirly that of hinibering. \Vh\ 
should tlie lumberers of the Uominioii 
bo hampered in r<riler to increaae the 
gains of the pork jMinliers? We trust 
that the G overn iiiunr will let both tlie 
iilillors and the pork paekeiM knuvv that 
it i.i not their intcniioii to ini:rease tin 
duties on the iieet.'i.^nries of life.

When 
tho achemers, had obtained* complete 
control of the bank tliey'aet about ptuu- 
dering it without any loaaof time. The 
ilepoaita aiiiouutod to .■J2,(K>0,0(X), and 
the credit of tho bank stood very high. 
They at once proceudod to make loaua 
to themselvea, and thoy put upon the 
market all the securities . whicli 
they found in the bank's safe. 
They were too precipitate, and they 
wore not cautioua enough. Before they 
had quite finished the work of robbery 
lUiapicioa waa excited. Tho ollioorB of 
I he law were sent to ferret out the 
luniter.

HOW TO COOK COD. 

To TUB Kditok : — An tho .Scotch fish- 
ermen are sn])plying Victoria with au 
abnndauco of tine cod fish it might 
prove of uae to the general public to tell 
them one of the very best ways of cook- 
ing that iixculUnt tish. 

Cut off tho .head and tail, put them 
down ill about u quart of water and let 
them boil for gravy- Cut the. lish in 
slici i about an inch thick, mixed ground 
hliick pepper and ground allspice with a 
liiiio salt altogether j^pvwderjeach slice 
ot the fish, both sides, with the spice, 
then fry in a little butter until of a rich 
brown, and put into a itew pan. Strain 
(1,1 gravy and cover tho fiah with it. 
Ste.v gently about half an hour, mix 
a'oout tlirue tablcspoonfuls of flour in a 
litti cod gravy, and boil about ten 
ui Tintes before serving. A little Citaup 
ia a ureal improvenioiil. 

Thii is the way hake ia cooked in tlii' 
hinitli of Ireland, ami b.\' put ting a little 
H,'>ll 01 the cod a'lil Iraviiig it tor a iliiy 
jt ll..^keI^ it tinner, .iiiil so tiioiu like 
hiiUe. and more siiilable for tliih iiielliod 
of preparing it. Of courae, if only a 
portion of the cod is bought tlid gravy 
call lie mado out of any stock that may
